Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, June 8: 
Week ended June 8, 1907. No quarantinable disease has been- 
reported in the State of Yucatan. In Progreso dry weather and a 
strong sea breeze have prevailed and mosquitoes have much dimin- 
ished in number, although all water holders must be well filled and 
many are not properly covered. During the week 6 steamers sailed 
for the United States, carrying 251 persons in crews, and of passen- 
gers, from this port, 55. Of these vessels, 2 were fumigated.
